The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The Specification does not provide a written description nor enable one skilled in the art 
to make and/or use the invention comprising "wherein the instructions are executable 
instructions and collect the notification information and selectively deny access to the requested 
data until the notification is transmitted." 


MPEP 608.01(p) requires:

The Applicant incorporates by reference co-pending U.S. Patent Application Serial 
Number 09/199,150, entitled "Tracking Electronic Content," filed November 24, 1998, 
describing an electronic content delivery system comprising transferring user information to the 
server without changing the current URL being displayed by the browser. However, the 
Applicant has failed to cite the sections of the co-pending application where the newly added 
limitations regarding notifications (e.g., transmittal, collection, access control via notifications) 
can be found. 

Since the co-pending application has yet to be published or issued as a patent, Applicant 
is hereby requested to amend the present disclosure to include the material incorporated by 
reference, accompanied by an affidavit or declaration executed by the applicant, or a practitioner 
representing the applicant, as required by the MPEP 608.01 (p). 


2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the disclosed invention is 
inoperative and therefore lacks utility. Claims 1-27 recite "transmitting notification when the 
requested data is accessed, wherein the instructions are executable instructions and collect the 
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notification information and selectively deny access to the requested data until the notification 
information is transmitted." Here, since a notification is not transmitted until the user access the 
requested data, and since a user may not access data until a notification information is 
transmitted, the system is inoperative to provide the user access to said requested data. 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-27 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
